Harold Wilson stands benealh 
television floodlights and shouts

"I think the Young Tories 
should be congratulated for 
their well-drilled, organized 
chanting. We have seen nothing 
like It since the Niaemberg 
Nazi rallies!" 

There howling young Tories 


are too young to remember the 
German Nads. They don’t know 
how much their staccato chants 
“Wilson Out — Wilson Out - 
Wilson Out” sound like the Nazi 
rally noises. To increase the 
bedlam, they blow shrill 
whistles, ring bells and swing 
the large wooden rattles used 
by supporters at English foot¬ 
ball games.

PALOMARES, Spain (UPD- 
A U.S. nuclear bomb lying 2,500 
feet below the Mediterranean 
surface slipped 20 feet dwn the 
slope of an underwater ridge 
and was in danger of lodging in 
a narrow crevice, it was learned 
Monday. 

Informed sources said the 
crevice was so narrow that spa¬ 
de] submarines being used in 
recovery operations would be 
useless. They said U.S. officials 
feared such a development 
could delay recovery of the mis¬ 
sing bomb for several weeks. 

Officials had ex pec tad to Hit 
the unarmed hydrogen bomb to 
the surface within a few days. 


Rear Adm. William B. Guest, 
commander of the U.S. navy 
task force which located the 
bomb leal Wednesday, was re-' 
ported pessimistic about the 
chances of a quick recovery. 

The operation has been ham¬ 
pered by high winds, heavy seas 
and technical trouble in one of 
the submersible*, the 91-foot 
AJumlnaut 

The bomb, still attached to 
Its parachute, was located with 
the help of fisherman Franktsoo 
Blmo, who saw It fall after a 
BS2 crash Jan. 17.

Dr. Hargraves said one 
yoong woman who came to 
Mm was found to have a 
Undone vaporiser in her music 
room, where she spent several 
hours a day practising the' 


piano. She was found to have 
aplastic anemia, an often fatal 
disease in which blood cells 
are destroyed.

Prior to going to Mayo the 
woman had received U blood 
transfusions but atiH was ail¬ 
ing. The woman gradually 
improved following removal of 
the vaporizer, the physician 
said. 

Another case involved a 
man an a 21 -day camping trip 
who sprayed Ms tent heavily 


each night with an Insect 
bomb before retiring. Several 
months later be developed 
anemia and died the follow¬ 
ing year of acute leukemia. 


A California man who dusted 
the underside of hit bouse 
with lindane shortly after¬ 
wards developed fatigue, 
tremor, loaa of appetite, and 
anemia. 

It was learned that the lin¬ 
dane apparently had arrived 
Into a floor turnsoe which dis¬ 


tributed fumes throughout Ihe 
house. 

After the house and furnace 
had been thoroughly cleaned it 
took two and one half years 
for the man to,recover. Dr. 
Hargrave said.

Dr. Hargrave said toe in¬ 
dividual who reacts to pesti¬ 
cides hi this way Is toe minor¬ 
ity in the population. They 
probably have individual idio¬ 
syncratic* in their chemical 
makeup which make them sus¬ 
ceptible to pesticides.

Sir Basil Liddell Hart la known aa a long-time

aa “a wonderful man.” 

Two opinion* at least expraaaad by Sir Basil, how¬ 
ever, appear peculiar, one of them moat certainly. 
Thla la hla statement that it wasn’t Churchill who In¬ 
spired hla people to supreme effort after Dunkirk, 
but the fact of Dunkirk itself. 

If there la one thing that aeama obvious It la the 
opposite of thla. Dunkirk waa a defeat—Churchill 
pronounced It such hlmaelf—and it would have had 
a deadening effect not only an Britain but on ID tile 
allied world had not tha superb aloquence and valiant 
spirit of Churchill rouatd hla nation In speeches that 
turned defeat Into victory. Ha Infused hit countrymen 
with a courage that did not die. In Canada alone 
these talks made listeners rise from the radio feeling 
inches taller. 

It la surprising that Liddell Hart, whatever valid¬ 
ity attaches to hla other criticism*, should deny the 
verity of what Is universally conceded as a bulwark of 
British defence at that time—the inspiring example 
of Churchill.

It is Interesting to speoilata In (tact how 
subsequent events would have shaped themselves If 
Hitler had refrained from direct confrontation with 
America. 

Sir Winston Churchill wa* not a taiperman who 
never made a wrong move, but BMiredly he stood 
out majestically above all hla contemporaries and hla 
wartime record can well withstand the pinpricks and 
amsaaments that Inevitably will be made of his leader¬ 
ship in years of great peril.

Oak Bay to Fight Tax Assessment Plan 



Oak Bay council prepared 
Monday to fight legislaskm 
introduced in the legislature 
last week that wchild limit tax 
assessment increases to five 
per cent of less a year. 

Council authorized Reeve 
Allan Cox to take the matter 
to an inter-municipal meeting 


today and to explore lighting 
the measure through the 
executive of the Union of B.C. 
Municipalities. 

"Taxes are based on market 
value of the land," Mr /Cox 
said. "If It goes up, the owner 
could be making fantastic 
money on speculation, bui he 


would not be contributing pro¬ 
portionately to municipal rev¬ 
enue.’’ 

He said the situation could 
create an artificially low as¬ 
sessment. 

He pointed out that the 
value of land in some area* 
of a municipality incre%fs 


more rapidly than that in 
other areas.

Normally, it would be easy to make, but ~ -.. r , ,— orrea* 
because East held must of the key cards and was able 
to frame s very fine defense, the game proved unmake- 
able. Looking only at the East card*, what do you re¬ 
turn after West has opened the diamond trey and you 
have won the first two diamond tricks, declarer dropping 
the diamond jack on the second round and WeM the 
deuce? 

Since there was no chance of finding West with any 
high cards, East reasoned the contract would be unbeat¬ 
able if South had as many as six spades, bi which case 
dummy's trump# would surely provide an entry to the 
club winners. But if South had only five trumps, West 
would have four and after declarer had drawn trump# he 
would have no reentry to dummy except in the club suit 
itself. Tills made it important to take out the club entry 
immediately. 

East returned the club ten—and the "unbeatable” con¬ 
tract collapsed. Declarer pulled two rounds of trumps, 
discovered the bad break and shifted to clubs, but West 
ruffed the third round and left declarer a trick short.
